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Students, faculty react to LSUS-Tech merger proposal

Can two rival universities 
L become partners in economic 
growth for Shreveport and Bossier 
City? According to a study released 
last week by Ed Morrison through 
The Times* the possibility seems to 
^ be taking a foothold in this area. 
Morrison's study calls for 

I "sweeping changes in higher 
education" — specifically merging 
LSUS and Louisiana Tech. 

By merging LSUS under the 
I Tech name, doctoral and research 
| programs would be available to 
LSUS students. According to 
Morrison's report, "These programs 
— particularly those focused in 
1 engineering* business and 
education -- can have a sustained* 
j viral impact on the competitiveness 
of the regional economy." 

Also included would be an 
j "information highway" between 
RListon and Shreveport. 


"We envision a campus linked 
by a 21st century information 
infrastructure. An information 
infrastructure is composed of four 
elements; accessible 

communications networks; digital 
libraries and 
information 
databases; easy 
to use 

computers; and 
trained people 
to build and 
operate these 
resources*” 
states 
Morrison's 
report. 

"I can tell 
you the campus 
administration 
is taking this very serious*" said Dr. 
Patricia T. Bates, acting vice 
chancellor for Academic Affairs. 
"We are talking to LSUS students 
and faculty." 

The proposed merger would not

subtract any current programs from 
either campus. Tech would remain 
a residential campus offering 
bachelor degrees as well as 
graduate and doctoral programs. 
LSUS would also retain its 
"flexible," "urban*" four-year 
programs* only adding the existing 
research and doctoral programs 
offered at Tech. 

In Morrison's proposal LSUS 
would drop the LSU system and 
join the Tech system. The LSUS 
campus would retain its current 
administration and titles — 
chancellor* vice chancellor* etc. 

In order for a merger to take 
place* LSUS would have to first 
petition the state Legislature. 

Morrison's proposal has 
received mixed opinions by Tech 
alumni* LSUS faculty* and the 
LSUS student body* 

"I Lhink everyone will agree the 
proposal needs to be studied more 
closely*" said Dr. Dalton Cloud, 
professor of communications at 


LSUS. "This could be considered a 
corporate take-over, we have the 
major manufacturing, 

communication and technology for 
Northwest Louisiana. A lot of the 
Tech Alumni reside in the 
Shreveport area* and they would 
love for Tech to be located in this 
area, 

"If one of our purposes is to 
bring doctoral programs to this 
university* it doesn't make much 
sense. The majority of our students 
don't come here to receive a 
doctoral degree. If the reason is 
bringing technology to this campus* 
then we could do that without 
merging," Cloud said. 

"I think it sounds like a good 
idea; we can offer more programs," 
said Lynn Walford* a professor of 
foreign languages at LSUS. "It’s 
going to take cooperation on both 
sides because Tech and LSUS have 
been rivals for years, I don't think 
losing our name means losing our 
identity," she said. 

Reaction from the LSUS 


student body has been a little less 
mixed. 

"It would be a good idea for 
LSUS to expand because 
enrollment has been shrinking in 
the past few years," said Drew 
While, a junior public relations 
major. It won't help me in any 
way* but I still feel it’s a good 
idea," White said. 

"It should give our credit union 
more customers and will improve 
our enrollment at LSUS," said Jill 
Koeppen* a junior elementary 
education major. "Maybe it would 
increase occupancy at University 
Court Apartments, and bring more 
people to our city," she said. 

In Morrison's original proposal* 
Bossier Parish Community College 
was slated to join LSUS and Tech 
in the merger. The administration 
at BPCC asked to be left out of the 
proposed merger. 


i Book Exchange audit not complete

LSUS Accounting Services has 
not yet finished its audit of the 
Student Government Association 
Book Exchange that it began last 
year. 

The audit resulted from the 
alleged theft of Book Exchange 
funds by SGA members Dale 
Kaiser and Allison Weir, The two 
former managers claim the audit 
will reveal $1,700 in mismanaged 
funds. 

According to Dr. Gloria Raines* 
vice chancellor for student affairs 
and SGA advisor, a first draft of the 
audit was completed but sent back 
for more revisions. Raines said that 
i, more checks and other information 
have been requested recently. 

The audit was scheduled to be 
finished by the end of the fall 
semester. The vice chancellor for 
business affairs, Howard Craig, 
indicated the audit was slowed 
down because certain records were 
not available, 

"officially I can't talk to you 
about the specifics of the audit," 
Craig said. "Many of the records 
were not available for use because 
many of the records are missing. It 
> could be just a matter of sloppy 
bookkeeping, 

"We are continuing to work on 


it and we will complete it as soon 
as possible," Craig said. 

Accounting Services* the 
department conducting the audit* is 
doing the school a favor by 
working of top of its regular duties* 
said SGA President Vincent 
Mangum, An accountant would 
have been hired and "it would've 
has to be paid for by the Student 
Activities Fund*" according to 
Mangum. 

Michael Ferrell, director of 
Accounting Services* would not 
comment. 

Once the audit is completed, it 
will be submitted to the LSU 
system auditor in Baton Rouge* Bill 
Wells. Raines said it is LSUS' 
responsibility to go straight to the 
auditor with the information and 
from there further action against 
the two students involved can be 
taken. 

Wells would not comment on 
the audit on the advice of counsel. 
"It will all come out after the audit 
is released," he said. 

Questions were raised after 
bank statements addressed to 
Kaiser arrived in the SGA office 
after the book exchange's account 
had been closed. Mangum 
delivered the statements directly to 
Raines. 

"I'm keeping my hands clean," 
Mangum said. 

The account was officially 


closed Dec, 9 by Mangum, He 
withdrew the remaining funds* 
$159.14* and placed them in a 
special account to reimburse jilted 
students. 

An error on the pan of the credit 
union caused the statements to be 
sent even after the account was 
closed, said Raines. 

Seeking facts about the actions 
taken during Kaiser and Weir's 
terms* Accounting Services 
requested information from Joel 
Morgan. Morgan served as SGA 
president whole Kaiser and Weir 
manager the Book Exchange, 

Morgan was sent a registered 
letter from the school. It contained 
several pages of questions detailing 
the nature of questionable checks 
and transactions. 

Several of the checks that are 
being questioned* said Morgan* 
"did carry the approval of the 
senate and were authorized." 

He was shocked though that 
possible wrongdoing occurred 
during his term, 

Tm disappointed because Dr. 
Raines trusted those students and 
so did the senate. There is no other 
way to look at it other than that 
they (allegedly) stole," Morgan 
said, "two bad individuals should 
net be able to ruin a gcod 
program."

As students and faculty are 
anticipating a summer of rest. Dr* 
Ann McLaurin* dean of the College 
of Liberal Arts, is preparing for a 
five-week cultural experience in 
SouLh Korea as a member of the 
Fulbnght-Hays Seminar. The dean 
was chosen as a Fulbright scholar 
from hundreds of nationwide 
applicants and is eagerly awaiting 
her departure, 

"It will give me on-ihe-scene 
experience that I can bring to the 
classroom when we talk about U*S. 
foreign policy/' McLaurin said. 

The Fulbright is funded by the 
Department of Education and 
covers all expenses for the scholars 
chosen. It will provide McLaurin 
with the opportunity to learn about 
the people, their culture and their 
political situation* 


In addition to the cultural 
experience, she will be focusing on 
the topic, "political leadership in 
South Korea*" All participating 
members am required to work on a 
specific topic* McLaurin should 
find no difficulty with this, because 
she has taught and studied U*$* 
foreign policy for over 20 years* 
joining the staff of LSUS in 
1973 as an assistant professor of 


history, McLaurin soon advanced 
to become chair of the Political 
Science/History Department, and 
then acting dean of the Liberal Arts 
College in 1990* The college 
conducted a nationwide search for 
a permanent dean, and chose 
McLaurin from approximately 100 
candidates* 

McLaurin has done several 
studies and seminars on (be 


presidency and U,S* foreign policy* 
She created and taught the class 
"Great Pesidents of the United 
Slates, 1 ' and has held two seminars 
on political leadership in 
Louisiana* In addition, she is the 
editor of Glimpses of Shreveport, 
and co-editor of The Rating Game 
in American Politics , and also 
serves as the project director for a 
$171,000 grant from the U. S* 
Dept* of Education on Leadership. 

When asked why she chose 
South Korea, McLaurin said, "I 
thought it would be neat to go 
there* It is an international 
hotspot*" Which seems to be die 
case, since they will spend the 
majority of their time in Seoul, 
which is located right on the de¬ 
militarized zxjne* 

Dr. Charlene Handford. chair of 
the Depart mem of 
Communications, responded to the 
dean's news by saying, rt I think ifs 


really super* It's quite an honor to 
get an award like that." 

In addition to the five weeks in 
Korea, McLaurin will take an 
optional tour of China as a guest of 
the Chinese Ministry of Education. 
Her excursion will include visits to 
Beijing, Shanghai, Hangzhou, 
Guanghou and Hong Kong* She 
feels tliss will be interesting due to 
the large human rights controversy 
in China right now* 

McLaurin hopes all goes as 
well as she anticipates it will* She 
said, "When the chancellor found 
out I was going, he was pleased. [ 
said. It will really be exciting if 
war breaks out, 4 and he looked 
around the table at the other people 
and said. The North Koreans will 
really be sorry if they capture .Ann, 
They'll have more than they 
bargained for*’"

of state during the Reagan 
years.

'Gunmen' reflects 
worse of genre

Gunmen brings into question 
the sanity of its director, Mario Van 
Peeples. You can find both of his 
previous films (New Jack City and 
Posse) with other soulless violent 
exploitation movies in their 
designated bin ai the video store. 
With Gunmen, his newest release, 
the director self-destructively 
struggles against escaping this 
pointless genre and sinks deeper 
into obscurity. 

Suicidal Decision #1: The 
screenplay. Like many of his other 
screenplays, this one features little 
plot and less character 
development, it stands as a 
monument to nothing more than 
chase scenes and shoot outs.

indisputable evidence... 

Suicidal Decision #3: The 
comedy sidekick—Christopher 
Lambert. You all remember him as 
the protagonist in Highlander 
because no one remembers him 
from Highlander 2 and no one 
remembers him from Fortress. 
Director Peeples proves his own 
menial incompetence by selecting 
Lambert for comic relief. How can 
we laugh at a man so deeply 
involved wilh so much of the 
movie-going public’s recent 
suffering? 

Fortunately, Lambert alleviates 
rather than aggravates the suffering 
induced upon the audience by 
Gunmen. The humorous banter 
between Lambert’s character and 
Peeples character provides one of 
the bright spots which keep the 
movie from being tiresome. Others 
include fast-paced, hard-hitting 
cuts from the soundtrack and a 
random and pointless, yet amusing 
cameo by MTVs Dr. Dre and Ed 
Lover, 

Other than these rare moments, 
nothing about this movie seems 
memorable. Even the acton scenes 
lack distinction. Mario Vau Peeples 
has to do more than jump off a cliff 
to make his movies worth seeing. 


Author stresses importance 
of studying cultural history

Toyomi Igus, noted writer and 
editor of children's literature, 
presented a lecture and slide show to 
the LSUS student body entitled 
"Great Women in the Struggle." The 
event, held Feb, 

) in the 
University 
Center ballroom, 
was part of the 
Black History 
Month 
celebration on 
campus. 

Igus, who 
serves as the 
managing editor 
of the Center for 
African 
American Studies at University of 
Catifomia-Los Angeles, has recently 
edited and co-authored the children’s 
book Great Women in the Struggle , 
which was the focus of her visit to 
LSUS, 

Igus stressed the fact that in order 
to succeed in the future, a culture 
must study its past. 


"Black children need to see 
themselves in a positive light," Igus 
said. "They need to know that they 
can do more than be an athlete or 
comedian. 1 ’ 

Among the reasons explaining 
Great Women in the Struggle's 
importance are that it researches the 
lives of heroic African-American 
women, a fairly new field of study, 
and that it is the first of its genre for 
children. 

In her lecture, Igus highlighted the 
lives of several of the women 
featured in the book, which not only 
centered on well-known African- 
American women like Rosa Parks 
and Oprah Winfrey, but also lesser- 
known role models such as Daisy 
Bates and Frannie Jackson Coppin. 

"I think that it is very important for 
children to have positive role 
models," said Angie Paga, a senior 
education major. "I definitely 
plan to use the book in my 
classroom," 

Igus said that this topic must 
continue to be researched 
because atrocities still occur, and the 
voice of history needs an outlet in 
which to be heard.

You can’t mention Ed Morrison’s proposal of a LSUS- 
Louisiana Tech union these days without someone telling you 
what a boon it would be to Northwest Louisiana. Granted it 
would help the area. LSUS Chancellor John Darling said it 
would develop the industrial base and technological support. 
Tech President Dan Reneau said it would present a unified 
front between Ruston and Shreveport. 

But like any good marriage, the proposed union of LSUS 
and Tech requires a courtship - a long courtship. Some LSUS 
administrators have said a proposal should be made to the 
Louisiana Legislature soon — possibly as early as March. But 
much more time is required to consider all the consequences. 

One issue that needs to be addressed should the schools 
merge is LSUS giving up its name. Our school has earned its 
name since its beginnings more than 25 years ago. While we 
don’t have the lengthy history of Tech, we do have much to be 
proud of in the relatively short time we’ve been around. We’ve 
grown as a school because of dedicated faculty and staff that 
cliose to work at LSUS. We’ve also grown because of 
dedicated students who chose to further their education .at 
LSUS. And now we’re being asked to drop the name of our 
school and our affiliation with the LSU system and come 
under the wing of Tech. Is it worth it? 

That question should be answered by a special committee of 
faculty, staff, students and alumni to look into the proposed 
merger. They should be the ones to determine if LSUS would 
come out of the union a winner, and not just Tech and 
Northwest Louisiana. Obviously the merger would benefit 
Tech and our area, but how woulaLSUS fare? 

It’s too early to decide if the merger should take place. It’s not 
something we should tush into. While a divorce Detween two 
people in Louisiana takes about six months and can be 
obtained easily, a divorce between two schools would not 
come easily if it’s decided down the road that the marriage of 
LSUS and Tech was a mistake. March is too soon to make any 
proposals or decisions. After all, the two schools have co¬ 
existed in the area for this long without any decisions made 
regarding a merger. Let’s take our time and think this through. 

To Chancellor Darling, we urge you to appoint a committee 
of faculty, staff, students and alumni to look into the merger. 
And to students, we urge you to make your opinion of the 
proposed merger known to administrators. You can write a 
letter to the editor of The Sentinel or give someone in the 
Administration Building a call.

neither of whom are black. And the 
content of the conversation makes 
it quite clear that these fellows 
have absolutely no intention of 
ever promoting Our Hero because 
of his ethnic background. 

Given the above hypothetical 
situation* what recourse does our 
friend have? Well, for starters, he 
can contact the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission and file a 
complaint. The investigators from 
the commission can then do a little 
research to discover whether or not 
the business in question is in 
violation of die Equal Employment 
Opportunity Act. Alternately, our 
friend can hire a lawyer and bring a 
civil suit against the company for 
violating his dvil rights as outlined 
in the Civil Rights Acts of both 
1964 and 1990, In both cases, 
however, Our Hero has a method 
available to him with which to 
make his employers accountable 
for their actions. 

Now let's modify the situation 
slightly: 

The same black male is 
working for Senator Lardbottom up 


in Washington, D.C,* and during 
the course of events, he overhears a 
conversation between the good 
senator and some other staff 
member, in which it becomes clear 
that Sen. Lardbottom doesn't wish 
to give our friend a raise because 
our friend is black. 

And here's where it gets 
interesting. 

You see* when the U.S. 
Congress passed the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 and the Civil Rights 
Act of 1990, it exempted itself 
from having to follow these laws. 
In other words, if you're black, and 
you work for a U.S. Congressman, 
they can look you straight in the 
eye and tell you that you'll never, 
ever get a raise or a promotion 
because they don't like (insert 
racial slur here), and there's very 
little you can do about iL You can't 
even bring it up to the Equal 
Opportunity Employment 
Commission because, surprise, 
surprise, the U.S. Congress 
exempted itself from the Equal 
Opportunity Employment Act. 

So what can you do in such a 


situation? Well* as it turns our* it is 
possible to sue the offending 
congressman in federal court-after 
running through a maze of 
bureaucracy for about two years, 
and only under incredible 
constraints. And in the extremely 
unlikely event that you actually 
manage to successfully sue a 
senator or a representative, you 
get...nothing. This is because 
Congress is in charge of enforcing 
these laws on itself (and you can 
imagine how well that works). And 
on Oct. 1* 1992, Congress agreed 
to hold its members harmless for 
civil rights violations. Any legal 
bills incurred would be sent to the 
U.S Treasury, thus paying the bill 
with our tax dollars. Furthermore, 
Congress also forbade anyone 
successfully suing a congressman 
from collective punitive damages. 

Incidentally, the same thing 
applies to women working for 
congressmen ins "►far as sexism and 
sexual harassment are concerned. 
One of the problems that Congress 
is having in chastising Sen, Bob 
Packwood (R-Oregon) for fondling 


his secretaries over the years is that 
secretary fondling wasn't illegal for 
congressmen at the lime, thanks to 
the exemptions of the Civil Rights 
laws. 

But this isn't the only example. 
Congress has also exempted itself 
from the Freedom of Information 
Act, the Ethics in Government Act, 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act* the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act* and a host of other 
laws. So, while businesses and 
citizens must follow these laws, 
our legislative branch of 
government does not, 

James Madison* the fourth 
president of the United States, and 
the father of the Constitution, once 
stated that congressional tyranny 
and oppression could only be 
prevented if congressmen could not 
pass any laws "Which [did] not 
have its full effect on themselves 
and their friends." 

Madison is no doubt spinning 
furiously in his grave.

Pilot win helps district rating

One of the season's largest 
crowds was on hand last Thursday 
night to witness the biggest win of 
the basketball season, a 81-82 
Victory over the East Texas 
Baptist University Tigers. The win 
was the Pilots' first victory over a 
team with a scholarship program 
this season. 

ETBU jumped out to a 5-0 
lead, but the Pilots stormed ahead 
by ten. The Tigers used their three- 
point game to close the gap, as a 
buzzer-beater by Thomas Harris 
cut the LSUS halftime lead to 44- 
43, As if that wasn’t enough 
pressure, forward Derrick Greene 
reinjured his right ankle. Things 
didn't look good for the home 
team. 

Whatever Coach David Geer 
said at halftime must have been 
inspirational, because the Pitots 
came out hustling in the second 
half. They returned to the 
fundamentals, tough defense and 
free throw shooting to hold off 


ETBlTs various rally attempts. 

ETBU remained close until the 
final two minutes, when they were 
continuously forced to foul Pilot 
shooters and hope they missed 
their free-throw attempts. This 
strategy buried them, as LSUS hit 
36 of 43 from the free-throw line. 

Chad McDowell scored 16 of 
his 25 points on foul shots, and 
Mark McGary picked up 12 of his 
game high 32 points in similar 
fashion. Derrick Greene even 
returned and hit two free throws. 

ETBU took 43 foul shots as 
welt, but made only 26 of theirs. 
So listen to a coach the next time 
he tells you games are decided at 
the free throw line. 

The Pilots are understandably 
excited about this important 
victory. The win was even more 
crucial because the Pilots 9-12 
record places them sixth in the 
Southwest Region, or lwg places 
out of a playoff berth. 

Coach Geer said he is uncertain 
what criteria the ratings committee 
is using. 

"We've been playing good 


competition and winning, but 
because we don’t win by as much 
as we're supposed to, it hurts our 
rating. Other teams have been 
playing weaker opposition and 
winning pretty handily, and they're 
ranked ahead of us. But we’re still 
in good shape if we win the rest of 
these games.” 

Center Billy Mott agreed now 
is the lime for the Pilots to begin 
their playoff push. 

"I just hope this win pumped us 
up and we can win the next five 
games. I have no doubt in my 
mind that we'll be there (the 
playoffs) in March.” 

The next home game is on Feb. 
11 against Loyola-New Orleans. 
You may have heard about their 
last matchup, in which things got 
physical. On Jan. 29 in New 
Orleans the two teams got into an 
altercation that left Mark McGary 
with seven stitches in his forehead, 
Chan Hearron with a black eye 
and a one-game suspension, and 
created a new rivalry for the Pilots. 
Needless to say, the rematch 
should be worth watching.

Kaiser feels differently about his 
role at LSUS. "I gave everything I 
had to the university trying to make 
it a better place to be," he said. "I 
succeeded to some extent. I made a 
mistake; I admitted it." 

To this point Kaiser said he has 
cooperated fully and will continue to 
do so. “I have completely paid back 
the "loan’ that was $500 and the 
penalty that was $500, for a total of 
$1,000." Kaiser said. 

Cuirently, Kaiser is teaching and 
coaching basketball in Minden. He 
is unsure of what action will be 
taken once the audit is complete. He 
would not elaborate on the 
statements that he gave to the 
Student Affairs Committee, but said 
only that it will be in the audit 
report. 

"I'm building a life away from 
LSUS," Kaiser said. Tm ready for it 
to be over and done with." 

A portion of the restitution 
money received from Kaiser was 


used to pay back students who had 
not yet received their check from the 
Book Exchange. 

"Ten students were reimbursed 
for a total of $306.50," Raines said. 
Books were returned to most of the 
students who had contacted the 
school, she said. 

According to Raines, the school 
will mail postcards notifying all 
students from die past two years to 
pick up any books left at the Book 
Exchange. Raines stressed that a 
receipt is necessary. 

"We've got to unload these 
books," she said. There are almost 
four bookcases full upstairs ir the 
University Center." 

Any books that are not picked up 
will become property of the 
univerity. Raines said she hopes to 
receive bids from used book buyers 
and sell the remaining books. 

The profits will be split between 
two funds that were to receive 
earnings from the sales of the Book 
Exchange - the LSUS Short Term 
Loan Piuu) and the Library Fund.
